CHINA AND THE 
POWERS. 


We publish to-day a letter to 
which, without detriment to the 
liberty of other correspondents to 
reply, we may bo allowed to add 
some comment. At the present 
juncture it is essential that the best 
opinions of ail critics should be 
made known. No paper can re- 
present every section of thought, 
and it is as much to the interest of 
revolutionaries as of the outside 
world that there should be the 
widest discussion of the outlook for 
this distracted country. But at 
the outset it is well to guard 
against possible misconcepti 
Free use of the word intervention 
in th present temper of the Chinese 
is, with all deference to our cor- 
respondent, liable to cause alarm. 
Tho general principle that nations 
can no longer be allowed to m 
manage their affairs beyond 
certain point, is good enough 
principle, but sounds anwmic in the 
presence of war: and even the 
emphasis which our correspondent 
lays upon the avoidance of all 
apparent desire for territory and 
aggrandisoment may be overlooked 
by certain revolutionary readers. 
In the words of Liang (bi-chiao, 
confirmed by the whole story of 
the revolt, “the leaders are carefal 
to avoid anything that will lead to 
foreign intervention.” With the rank 
and file of the revolutionary party 
the mere sound of the word is apt 
to represent nothing but action 
from without to bolster up the 
Manchu incubus and saddle it upon 
the country more firmly than ever. 
Of that there must not be the 
faintest suggestion, or there can 
be no more security for the lives of 
foreign residents in China. What 
it is important to realize is that 
since the beginning of the quarrel 
the word intervention has taken on 
anew meaning, in which it is 
much courted by some of the re 
lationaries as it is canvassed abroad. 

Reading between the lines of the 
letter it is quite clear that the writer 
has no idea of leading support to 
the Mancha dynasty. It might 





























even be asked whether “S.”, as an 
Englishman, is not actually appeal- 
ing to Great Britain to make com 
mon cause with the revolutionaries, 
What he says, in effect, is thi 
We claim no more than we hi 
ever claimed, the right to trade 
with China, which now for a vast 
number of our workers means the 
right to earn their daily bread. 
Let us make ready some plan to be 
at hand when required for the salva. 
tion of Chii \d o£ our nationals. 
Something similar has been urged 
in these columns, but our correspon- 
dent goes farther, and it is the p 
cise nature of the suggested plan 
which may arouse some doubts. If it 
be impossible to interfere on behalf 
of the Manchas—supposing anyone 
wished todo so—there are reasons 
why it would be bardly less delicate 
1 business to interfere against them. 
To the mind of Dr. Wu Ting-fang 
and others who think with bim, there 
is no way to salvation but that the 
Powers should cooperate in persuad- 
ing the Regent to abdicate and in 
bringing about the republic. Bat 
can we be certain that Dr. Wa 
‘Ting-fang speaks traly for the party 
as a whole ? There seems no reason 
to doubt the existence of a monar- 
chical faction containing men of 
strong intellect; and men like Kang 
Yu-wei and Liang Chi-chiao, who 
were seasoned reformers before 
some of to-day’s leaders had cut 
their revolutionary milk-teeth, are 
wholly opposed to the republican 
ideal as being incompatible witb 
China’s traditions and national 
characteristics. But apart from 
all else it must be remembered that 
the position of affairs has been 
materially altered by the massacres 
of Nanking. General Chang has 
forfeited every claim to human 
consideration and the blood boils 
to avenge the outrage on justice 
and pity. So long, however, as he 
maintains an attitude of forbear- 
ance towards foreigners, the quar- 
rel must still be fought out between 
himself and the revolutionaries. 
As the world has waited to see 
whether the Imgerialists would 
recapture Wuchang, so it must 
wait to see whether the revolutiona- 
ries will recapture Nanking. So 
far as it is humanly possible to see 
shead, the turning-point of affairs 
is here. Victory for General 
Chang's forces will doubtless be suc- 
ceeded by an attempt to fulfil his 
proud boast of marching upon Soo- 
chow and Shanghai, in other word: 
an unequalled series of carnage and 
devastation which would open up 
an entirely new phase of the war. Oa 
the other band, victory for the 
revolutionaries foreshadows the end 
of all serious resistance to the cause 
which they have in view. 
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this state of uncertainty, were 
Great Britain to intervene dras- 
tically on the revolutionaries’ 
behalf, she might be doing as great 
a wrong to the cause of China as 
if she were again to uphold the 
Manchus. It must always be 
remembered that, however lovg 
affairs may seem in passing, the 
revolution is actually not six weeks 
old, and that is a very short time 
indeed for the genesis of a totally 
new constitution. The influence of 
the native Press in spreading ideas of 
national solidarity and the sesret 
working of revolutionary teachers 
are not to be underrated. That has 
been shown by the actual course of 

ents. But we have yet to see proof 
united constructive scheme. 
may be one, most probably 
there is, Bat until we are quite 
sure where and what that scheme is 
and who the men that are directing 
it, the time has not yet come for 
active partisan intervention. ‘This, 
however, is by no means to say 
that Great Britain should confine 














herself to the mate inglorious réle 
of mere protection of self-interest. 
Diplomacy moves by cautions steps, 
but unless it moves, it is certainly 
not to be called diplomacy, and the 
present is a time when it sbould in 
all legitimate ways be most active. 
No one can yet tell what may come 
‘of the warcloud at Nanking. It 
may borst with the most hideous 
results, changing the whole com- 
plexion of events and necessitating 
the armed intervention which both 
Powers and revolutionaries are so 
anxious to avoid. But setting aside 
that possibility, the position in other 
respects is approaching a stale mate. 
The revolutionary forces in the 
south cannot approach Peking ; 
those in the north would seem to be 
held in check by their officers ; 
Peking is not likely to capitulate 
except at the cannon’s mouth and 
it cannot retaliate on the provinces. 
‘The result is anarchy, ordered, per- 
haps, in outward appearance, but 
from the international standpoint, 
anarchy. That the position 
which prompts many to believe in 
the possible efficacy of informal 
foreign representations with a view 
to the fnture. ‘Tho revolutionary 
party in Shanghai lays stress on its 
desire for foreign advice at some 
future period. Might not the date 
of that advice be anticipated some- 
what, in sach wise that tl can be 
no mistaking the impartiality of its 
aim and the authority with which 
it is backed? At the least such 
offers may serve to reveal the 
identity of that yet unknown man, 
hinted at by Liang Chi-chiao and 
firmly believed in by thousands of 
Chinese, who is to appear * in order 
to save the situation.”

Herr Bassermann, a National 
Liberal, said that when the Panther 
appeared at Agadir a wave of 
rejoicing spread over Germany.

THE OFFICIAL ATTITUDE. 
London, Nov, 13. 

‘Telegrams from Berlin state that 
the Reichstag unanimously referred 
the Morocco agreement to the 
Budget Committee. 

In official circles it is emphasized 
that the Chancellor, Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, in his 68 
‘steadfastly refused to win political 
capital by pandering to the anti- 
British feeling. ‘The same source 
is the authority for the statement 
that the Chancellor and the Forei 
Office will continue to oppose the 
anti-British campaign. 

CUM GRANO SALIS. 

‘An unconfirmed report is pub- 
lished that Great Britain is desirous 
of a rapprochement and is prepared 
to offer to Germany important 
colonial concessions, notably in the 
direction of rounding off German 
South-West Africa. — Reuter. 


RATIFICATION OF 
AGREEMENT. 
London, Nov. 10. 
‘The French Premier, M. Caillaux, 
in the Chamber of Deputies yester- 
day urged the speedy ratification of 
the Franco-German agreement in 
order to strengthen the hands of 
France in the negotiations with 
Spain.— Reuter. 


QUESTIONS OF COLONIAL 
EXPANSION. 
London, Nov. 14. 
Speaking in the Reichstag, Herr 
Delbriick, Minister of the Interior, 














announced that the Government, 
after further consideration, was 
still convinced that the Franco- 
German Agreement regarding Mo- 
rocco and the Congo did not require 
the assent of the legislative body. 
On the other hand, the question 
of colonial expansion bad assumed 
such scope that the legislative! 
bodies should co-operate in these 
questions to greater extent than 
hitherto. Consequently the Go- 
vernment was prepared to accept! 
the motion of the Centre that the 
frontiers of colonial protectorates 
shou'd only be alterable by Act of 
Parliament.—Reuter.

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THE MASSACRE 
OF NANKING. | 


‘Tux subjoined article to this was 
written before the full details of the 
Nanking massacre had reached us. 
In tho light of this terrible story, 
even allowing that it may be only 
partially correct, it seems mere 
childishness to talk of mediation. 
But the appeal must stand, because 
it is something more than a ques- 
tion of expediency. From external 
intervention, beyond the measures 
necessary for the safety of foreign 
nationals, the combatants in China 
are free, That principle, the 
united attitude of the Powers, has 
been solemnly affirmed by the 
Premier of Great Britain on the 
occasion which has ranked for years 
as the conventional moment for the 
declaration of Government policy. 
Between intervention and any form 
of protest there can, therefore, be 
no confusion. And the moment has 
come for the most solemn protest 
that the world can make against 
this appalling butchery. It is no 

aestion of whevher Manchu or 

Ghinese shall prevail. In point of 
fact, as said below, the Chinese 
have prevailed and the Imperial 
Government is paralyzed. But it 
is a question of innocent haman 
lives, of the hideous slaughter of 
non-combatants, of women and of 
little children, and the Christian 
Powers have no right to call them- 
selves by that name if they can 
witness such crimes in silence. 


THE QUESTION OF 


FOREIGN ADVICE, 
Nov. 11. 

ALL eyes are at present turned 
towards Peking where it would 
seem that the last stages of the 
Manchu drama are being played 
out. Exact information as to the 
course of recent events is much to 
be desired. The vast field of opera- 
tions, the uncertainty of all_ means 
of communication and the division 
of counsels in Peking itself make 
it impossible to form an accurate 
opinion of the position of affairs. 
Tt is clear that northern Chinese 
feeling, among the soldiers, has 
been enormously incensed against 
the Manchus by the murder of 
General Wa Lu-cheng. So much 
may be gathered from the desperate 
efforts of the Throne to make out 
that, not Manchus, but malcontent 
officers were the murderers. But 
if we are correct in identifying the 
General Chang mentioned in our 
Peking correspondent’s telegram, 
with the commander of the Lan-

MR. ASQUITH'S 


PRONOUNCEMENT, 
Nov. 13. 

For many years past a succes- 
sion of Prime Ministers have taken 
advantage of the occasion of the 
Lord Mayor’s inaugural banquet at 
the Guildhall on November 9 to 
deliver an important pronounce- 
ment on the subject of British 
policy. Many reasons might be 
adduced for the choice of this parti- 
cular oc ‘The company pre- 
sent is, in a sense, even more repre- 
sentative. of the nation than is 
the House of Commons. Repre- 
sentatives of the Church, of the 
services, and of commerce are 







































of the Government or of a political 
party, as of the nation. And the 
importance which is attached by 
other nations to his utterances is 
heightened by the respect and ad- 
miration with which foreign peo- 
ples, as distinct from foreign Gov- 
rments, traditionally regard the 
Lord Mayor of London. Mr. 
‘Asquith’s speech this year was 
worthy of the occasion. “It was at 
once a terse and comprebensive re- 
view of the events of the year, a 
year which in many ways has 
an anxious one for British states- 
men, and a clear and dignified 
tatement of Great Bri atti- 
tude in regard to thieo great 
crises which within recent months 
have threatened a terrible distur-| 
bance of the world’s peace. 
Charged with electricity as the in. 
ternational atmosphere has been for 
somo time past, Mr. Asquith’s 
words deserve the widest publicity 
and the closest consideration that 
may be afforded them, as the ex- 
pression of the policy not of a 
party but of the people. 

Situated, as re here, on the 
threshold of China, we must yet 
share Mr. Asquith’s uncertainty as 























ith |to the ultimate outcome of the 


terrible upheaval that is taking 
place before our eyes. Bat for the 
hake of China herself, far more than 
for fear of any international bicker- 
ings that might ensue, British 
opinion in the Far East will un- 
animously echo the Prime Minis- 
ters deprecation of active inter- 
ference with her internal affairs. 
Any mediation that may be 
attempted by the Powors must be 
true help to China, not self-help 
for themselves, not the imposition 
by force of any one section over 
others, but rather a generous effort 
towards the peaceful evolution of 
order out of chaos. It is difficult 
to turn from the tragedy that is so 
near to us to troubles that seem 
less serious because farther re- 
moved. Yet it cannot be denied 
that events in Europe have brought 


may yet be, fraught with the 
gravest danger to the world’s 
peace. As Mr. Asquith pointed 
out, the conduct of the Powers, in 
respect of neutrality in the war 
between Italy and Tarkey, bas so 
far been exemplary. General as

regards alliances and ententes, and 
the difficulties which the problem 
of the Middle East has always 
presented render it necessary, if 
suspicion is to be avoided, that an 
offer of mediation must come from 
the Powers conjointly or not at all. 
Up to the present, moreover, it has 
proved impossible to find a basis of 
negotiations which would prove 
acceptable to both sides, and the 
determined attitude adopted by 
combatants gives little promise of 
the early cessation of hostilities. 
That an even more seriou 
‘situation was involved in the course 
of the negotiations betwen France 
and Germany was admitted by 
Mr. Asquith in necessarily guarded 
terms, His gratification ai their 
happy conclusion “so honourable 
to the statesmanship of two great 
countries ” is in strange contrast to 
the outburst of militant eloquence 
which has marked the interpella- 
tions in the Reichstag on the 
subject of the agreement. The 
indignation aroused by the speech 
in which Mr. Lloyd George ex- 
pressed Great Britain’s determins- 
tion to gaard her own interests may 
be explained in various ways. To 
begin with, it was not the way in 
which German statemanship would 
have conveyed s warning, and is, 
in consequence, misunderstood. Oat 
Berlin correspondent recently dis- 
cussed the point at length, and 
interesting as his views were on the 
subject of British ‘clumsiness of 
method,” it would be difficult to 
show that the result has been, on 
the whole, unsatisfactory. The 
agitation in the Reichstag may be 
explained in two ways. Wither the 
deputies do not appreciate the 
magnitade of what Gormany bas 
obtained by the agreement and aro 
thas dissatisfied, or they do under- 
stand them and yet believe that by 
pursuing an anti-British policy 
Germany can get more. Moreover, 
shining armour, the trusty sword 
and a united Germany make fine 
election cries and the Radicals are 
quite prepared to give the Govern- 
ment increased support for exten 
sion of armaments in return for 
measures designed to bring about 
the cheapening of food. Mr. As- 
qaith has stated in the most 
emphatic manner that Great Britain 
‘has “ no desire to fetter the nataral 
and legitimate aspirations of others.” 
no evidence whatever that 
those aspirations have been fettered 
in any way by British inflaence 
upon the recent negotiations. While 
Great Britain announced her inten- 
tion of guarding her own interests 
in Africa as a whole, Germany has 
been engaged in disposing of her 
political interests in Morocco at a 























price. That she has, in point of 
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fact, bad by no means the worst of 
the bargain, we have previously ex- 
plained our reasons for believing. 
‘And while the fury of the Reichstag 
can hardly fail to exercise 
amalign inflaence upon the rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
Mr. Asquith’s words will assuredly 
be welcomed by that large section 
of Gorman business men who regard 
England as their best customer and 
a war with Great Britain as an 
unspeakable misfortune for their 
country.

Tak appeal to the revolutionary 
forces to come to terms with the, 
Imperial Government grows daily 
more insistent. In contrast with 
those who assert that the movemont 
has gono too far for any form of 
bargain, there is arising a tendency 
to believe that it is never too late 
to mend and that it is the urgent 
daty of every moderate-minded man 
to keep vp his faith in the posstbi- 
lity of some adjustment of differ- 
ences, on the principle that a cause 
is dead when its advocates begin to 
despair and in the certain .con- 
viction that the continuance of 
warfare will be the rain of China. 
Every day that the revolation is 
pursded brings more clearly into 
view the difficulties of subsequent 
rearrangement. We give every 
‘credit to the promoters of the move- 
ment for the extraordinarily peace- 
ful means whereby it has been 
carried through, for the confidence 
that they have inspired and for the 
good order that bas been preserved. 
But the obstacles that must be over- 
come in establishing a federated 
republic of China—obstacles which 
have been sufficiently enumerated 
in these columns to need no repeti- 
tion at present—are too obvious to 
be for long obscured by momentary 
enthusiasms born of the secession 
of many cities. To quote from 


















the admirable letter of Dr. 
Gilbert Reid and Mr, Spur- 
geon Medburst, published by us 
yesterday :—“The loftiest endea- 
vours break from their own weight 
when the strain is kept up too long. 
Warfare in any shape develops the 
worst passions. Hate destroys. 
War induces speedy deterioration 
in all who engage in its activities. 
... throngh the continuance of 
the fighting you will create circum- 
stances which will produce disunion 
among yourselves and so lose the 
prize you have obtained.” In other 
words, as wo have always em- 
phasized, the expulsion of the 
Manchus is but the prologue toa 
drama far more serious than any- 
thing that has been seen since the 
revolution began. Already we 











may believe that foreigners are not 
alone in realizing this. 

With the opening of negotiations, 
very little interest attaches to news 
of further secessions. In point of 
fact, for the sake of hopes of a 
peacefal settlement of differences, 
were really better that no more 
cities should declare themselves for 
the revolution. So long as the 
flame of excitement is continually 
fed by fresh stories of captured 
towns, so long is it well-nigh 
impossible for the moderates to 
make themselves heard, notwith- 
standing that the capture or 
secession of any given city is by 
now a mere matter of form, in the 
vast majority of cases, the whole 
of China being virtually on the 
revolutionary side. The centre of 
interest has shifted. Even the 
horrid story of Navking must 
temporarily be relegated to second 
place in comparison with the 
supreme importunce of the dis- 
cussions between Peking and Ha- 
peb. So far as can be seen there 
are four main factors in the 
sitnation. In the north we find 
General Chang adhering to the 
notion of a constitutional monarchy 
that was favoured by the Lanchow 
faction from the beginning. In 
the centre of revolt General Li 
Yuan-buog is understood to ad- 
vocate a division of the Empire 
which conld surely mean nothing 
but the first step towards absolute 
disruption. So far, however, as 
General Li’s attitude suggests 
willingness to negotiate, it may be 
susceptible of modification. Ver 
different are the extremists, witl 
whom may be coupled the non- 
active visionaries, always a dan- 
gerous element and in the present 
instance all the more so in view of 
the misplaced respect in which 
some of their number are held 
abroad. Finally there is Yuan Shib- 
-kai, of whose motives we should 
know more presently, now that he 
has actually reached Peking. Mean- 
while the Tszechengyuan is so much 
divided that as » corporate body it 
may almost bedeemed non-existent ; 
and outside all these are the two 
incalculable forces of the army and 
the masses of the people. It must 
not be forgotten that the sum total 
of reformers, those in arms and 
those in the new offices, is not a 
tithe of the whole nation, and it 
hhas yet to be seon how the voice- 
less“ multitude will comport itself 
when the effect of suspended busi- 
ness and shortage of money begin 
to make themselves felt. 

Amid so many diverse elements 
the only possible meeting ground 
compatible with the continued unity 
of China would seem to lie in the 
constitntional monarchy to which 
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General Chang inclines. Repu

Hitherto the mere continued ex- 
fstence of the de jure Manchu 
Government has served to keep 
their antagonists in line. But! 
without particularizing we know

The situation in South Chine 
continnes to give cause for appre- 
hension and although there is no- 
‘intelligence of a definite outbreak 
in Canton, the latest reports show 
that the temper of the people in the 
City of Rams is such that the re~ 
volutionary leaders would scarcely 
be able to control it were any slaugh- 
ter of Manchus to be begun. Hence 
it is not surprising that the Man- 
chus, led by the Viceroy of the Two 
Kuang Provinces and accompanied 
by many of the richer Chinese, are 
flesing rom the city by steamer and 
train until Hongkong is forced to 
accommodate many in godowns for 
want of other house-room. The 
Shameen at Canton, since the for- 
eign men-of-war and volunteers 
established a guard there, has also 
become a safe deposit for valuables, 
No man knows what a day may 
bring forth. Fortunately those 
prophets who foretold a bloody 
battle between the Imperialists and 
the revolutionaries proved to be 
wrong. There was no massacre of 
Manchus ill-prepared to defend 
themselves; the Bannerman troops 
went over to the rebels without 
striking a blow. But because no 
blow has been struck at Canton we 
cannot conclude that no blow will 
bestruck. True, the revolutionaries 
were hailed with enthusiasm and the 
display of fire-crackers _Insted 
throughout the day and night, It 
is also true that for the moment 
wiser counsels prevailed over those 
of the extremists, and any city but 
Canton, once the independence of 
the province had been declared, 
might have awaited peacefully the 
result of the movement throughout 
the Empire. 

But for years the peoplo of this 
province have been storing up their 
wrath for a favourable opportunity 
of wreaking vengeance on the rulin, 
class that has continually flou 
them. From time to time the state 
of mind of the people has been de- 
monstrated by bomb outrages and 
attacks on officials. In any other 
such case it might not be true to say 
that the assassination of an official 
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“Was the outcome of strong popalar 
sentiment, but that assuredly is the 
verdict that will be passed as regards 
the cases that have occui 
Kuangtong. Bomb-throwing in 
China is in its infancy, and not im- 
probably such a ly as the ass- 
‘assination of the late Tartar-General 
would be perpetrated by the tool of 
@ society or association, not neces 
sarily secret in the Western sense 
of the word. Canton has felt, and 
with some justification it must be 
admitted, that Peking has not 
treated ber fairy. muently 
Truriness_ mon bevy boon ‘horts 
tae Menkes ‘igime for years, 
With » high reputation for in- 
Aogrity and business acumen the 
Cantonese iss proud man ; his 
rament is a fiery one that may 
easily lead him to the most terrible 
extremes.

(A) Test for Prassian blue: A 
portion of sediment remaining on the 
filter should be warmed in a test tubo 
with 10 per cent, alkali, should be

The day after to-morrow their 
Majesties would start on the first 
visit that a British Sovereign had 
ever paid to his Indian Domini 
and he need not say that “in 
your name and in that of the 
whole Empire” they oarry with 
them the hopes and prayers of all 
their subjects, 

THE IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

By « happy coincidence the year 
of the Coronation was marked by 
the meeting of the Impori 
ference in which for the first tim: 
the representatives of the great 
Dominions were admitted into the 
fall confidence of the Government 
regarding the aims and methods of 
our foreign policy. And having’ 
surveyed together the strategic 
aspects of the Empire we le 
to come to a complete agreement 
concerning the reciprocal parts that 
we were to take in its naval and 
military defence. 

‘The proceedings of the Con- 
forence mark a significant sdvance 
in the policy of co-operation without 
centralization, which is increasingly 
reoognized to be the best safeguard 
of our Imperial unity and strength. 


LABOUR TROUBLES AT HOME 

At home during the year we had 
had a succession of troubles between 
labour and capital, which in some 
cases had led to resort to the 
barbarous methods of industrial 
warfare. He said “barbarous” 
advisedly, for war was a wastefal 
and cruel form of arbitrament in 
the economic not less than in the| 
international sphere. He said 
nothing as to the rights or wrongs 
of the disputes except that he 
believed that none were incapable 
of reasonable adjastment. 

The Government had not escaped 
criticism. He affirmed, however, 
that the attitude of the State should 
be an impartial attitude, should be 
a neutral attitude, but could not, 
especially when the interests of| 
others besides the combatants were 
involved, ‘be an attitude of indif-

ference. 


The Government had two clear 
duties. It must exhaust all op- 
portunities to provide machiaery 
for conciliation, it must maintain 
order, it must prevent_or punish 
violence and it mnst secure the 
public against the stoppage of 
suppliés and the suspension of 
indispensable services. 

THE REVOLUTION IN OHINA. 

Looking abroad he saw that there 
was much to arouse anxiety. China 
was in the throes of a revolation. 
It would be rash and improper to 
hazard an opinion as to the outcome, 
but he was glad to say that, as fur 
as foreignors and Englishmen were 
concerned, there seemed no reason 
to apprehend immediate danger. 

Ships bad been sent to the principal 
scenes of disturbance, but merely 
for the protection of Eoglishmen 
and other foreigners if unprotected. 
We had no disposition to interfere in 
any way with the internal affairs of 
China and would wish her a peaceful 
and progressive fature, 

ITALY AND TURKEY. 

Nearer home the peace of Europe 
was, unbappily, disturbed by ‘he 
war between Italy and Tarkey, 
in regard to which we declar. 
ed, and infended to pursua, 
a policy of strict noutrality. 
Many people strongly desired that 
we should make an effort to effect 
mediation. None were more 
anxious than the Government to do 
so if a fitting opportunity arose 
(loud cheers). abies 

Other Powers shared this desire. 
We were in constant communica- 
tion with them on the subject, 
and mediation was more likely to 
be fruitful coming conjointly from 
the Powers than as the isolated 
action of one Power alone (cheers). 
Hoe omphasized the fact that it 
would be ussless to submit pro- 
posals for mediation which did 
not have a basis acceptable to both 
combatants, 














THE 

MOROOCO AGREEMENT. 

‘Tt was a satisfaction to him to 
tara to welcome the happy con- 
clusion, so honourable to the 
statesmanship of two great coun- 
tries, of the negotiations regarding 
Morocco between France and 
Germany. 

The settlement was a relie£ to 
Europe for it removed what was 
perbaps the greatest obstacle to the 
smooth working of Kuropean 
diplomacy. 

Oar own gratification at these 
happy resalts was none the less 
profound and sincere becanse we 
had been suspected in irresponsible 
quarters of looking coidly on the 
negotiations and even of a disposi- 
tion to hamper their success.

This is 
snpposed to be the reason why Li 
Yuan-bung recently asked delegates 
from other provinces to meot al 
Wouchang to discuss the situation. 

HANYANG STRONGHOLD, 

Li Yoan-bung, having appointed 
the distinguished leader Huan 
Hsing commander-in-chief, has now 
greater freedom to attend to ad- 
ministrative affai Hoan Hsing is 
making Hanyang his headquarters, 
and be is ably directing the rebel 
defences there, realizing that the 
capture of that important fortress 
would weaken tremendously the 
revolutionaries. 

THE ACTUAL DISSENSION. 

These telegrams say that there is 
sot actual dissension among the 
revolutionaries, but differences of 
opinion, which they are discussin; 
and which will probably be found 
to be adjustable. 

INVITATIONS TO PEKING 

UNANSWERED. 

It is not supposed that General 
Chang will agreo to the division of 
the Empire, but it is known that 
he tolegraphed to Li Yuan-bung 
advising that any reasonable com- 
promise should be made in order to 
revent the useless waste of life. 
Bat he states officially that he is 
determined to do his best for the 
Empire irrespective of the actual 
head. 





Prince Ching and other high 
officials have guaranteed General 
Chang's safety if he will come to 
Peking, as was done for Yuan 
Shih-kai in 1908 when he fied to 
Tientsin fearing assassination. 
Chang as yet has not agreed to 
go to Peking. He remains at 
Lanchow, not visiting Tientsin or 
anywhere else. Plainly, he is 
awaiting the expected arrival of 
Yuan Shib-kai andjor the termina- 
tion of the Wachang negotiations.

AWAITING 
THEIR OPPORTUNITY. 

Everything is still peaceful at 
Tientsin. The revolutionaries ap- 
parently are considering it un- 
wise to force the issue while the 
Lanchow soldiers, the extent of 
whose sympathy is doubtful, re- 
main near by. 

POSITION IN HONAN, 

The Kaifeng Assembly still de- 
fers its declaration of independence 
on account of the failure of the 
sympathetio soldiers to participate. 
These soldiers contend that the 
military force is not sufficient to 
withstand a probable attack from 
the south. A strong Committee 
bas appointed a deputation which 
has been sent to interview Yuan 
Sbih-kai to learn bis intentions. 

MUKDEN AND THE LOAN. 

‘The Mukden Assembly has vetoed 
the recent Russian loan of five 
million roubles to Viceroy Obao 
Erb-stn and has informed the 
Viceroy that if he takes up the 
loan the Assembly will proclaim 
the independence of the province. 

Tho Fengtien Government is 
meanwhileendeavouring by avariety 
‘of means to raise loans, bat it has 
not touched the balance of the 
new coinage which amounts to 
$3,000,000, which it is apparently 
reserving for expenditure on the 
army or to meot sudden emer- 
gency. 

THE COURT IN PEKING.

When the Boxer trouble of 1900 
caused the flight of the Conrt to 
Sbénsi, Chang Hsin, being s bold man, 
followed the Imperial procession, and 
paid great attentions to the comfort of 
the late Empress Dowager, whose 
favour he managed to secure. After 
this event, bis star bas been continnously 
in the ascendent, and be was rapidly 
promoted until he was given his present 
command, together with the Kiangpei 
Military Governorship.

RED CROSS SOCIETY. 


‘A mesting of the Red Cross Bociety 
of China was held in the Town Hall on 
Thursday evening. There was a good 
attendance, and on the motion of Dr. 
Timothy Richard, Sir Havilland de 
‘Sansmarez was elected to the chair. 
On the platform he was supported by 
Mr. Shen Tan-bo, Mr. Duncan Mc- 
Neill, Dr, Richard and others. 

Mr. Shen Tun-ho, who was dressed 
in uniform and wore many decorations, 
delivered = speech in Chinese upon 
the work of the Society. His speech 
was translated, and thowed that after 
attending to the many wounded at 
Hankow, the Society was faced with 
the barial of the dead soldiers. Plans 
had not yet been completed for their 
barial, and they were afraid that the 
dead ‘bodies might breed disease, It 
was thought that the Red Cross Society 
should charter several lighters so that 
the dead could be taken awsy and 
buried, otherwise they feared tbat 
plague snd other things wonld break 
out io China. Tbat work would be 
possible only with the help and co- 
operation of their foreiga 
as Chinese friends, snd they there- 
fore hoped and begged most sin- 
cerely that the friends present there 
would open their purses to help this 
great and philanthropic movement. In 
the course of his speech Mr. Shen made 

















his lot to propose the names of the Gene- 
ral Committee whom they wished to 
instal as representing the society. 
Before he did so be thought he might 
perhaps say a few words on the general 
position of the situation which brought 
them . The straggle which 
was visiting China and which bad ended 
as so many straggles in the history of 
nations in civil war, was almost at their 
gates ‘and therefore it was that they 

to devise means of alleviating the 
sofferings of those who must necessarily 
bevictims of the war, and who, be thought 
history showed, would suffer more in s 
civil war than in almost soy other kind 
of strife. They bad beard that round 
about Hankow many of the dead were 
lying unburied, and it was one of the 
first and most urgent claims upon them 
to see to these. It was not 
‘only for decency, but for health, for the 
fatare that such causes of contagion and 
‘disease sbould be removed. They were 
fortunately outside the ares of the strife, 
but that to his mind was all the more 
reason, in gratitude for their own safety, 
that they should be prepared to belp 
‘those who were bearing the brant of 
this straggle, and who were in the midst 
of this danger. ‘They foreigoers were 
gaests in this country of Chins, and it 
axsry to birs that be ought to make an 











tee time ith their purses and with 
eee ee assistance they could 
in their present urgent need. 
They wore forbidden from their por 
ton as guests in the country from ex- 
pressing their sympathy with either 
side as representing a side, however, 
mach they might sympathize with 
whole in ber strogg!

If China, valgarly speaking, 
is allowed to go to the dogs, our trad 
will be still more satiously affected. 
diminution of trade does not only injare 
merchants nt in China, but it also 
affects meycbante, manufactarers, mill- 
hands in England who bave found 
China in the past » large porchaser of 
their goods. The English people, or s 
very large seotion, are therefore directly 
interested in the prosperity of China, 
and the prosperity of Chine is of course 
Inrgely dependent oa its good govern- 
therefore, directly or 
indirectly interested in the good govern- 
ment of Chins, and it appears absurd to 
say that we have not the right to raise 
a finger to aseist China to obtain or 
retain good government in China, and 
I think it would be going too far to 
agree that the Chinese are at liberty to 
misgovern themselves and we are not to 
intervene if intervention will assist the 
canse of good government and the ma- 
teria! prosperity of China, I do. not 
agree for any kind of intervention bat 
for intervention directed to one end, the 
better government of tbe conntry. 

The second question is what form 
should intervention take. Most minds 
will leap to the solution of armed inter- 
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military and naval force. Is armed 
intervention, however, and 
cannot there be intervention without 








arms? England does not covet terri- 
tory in China ; all she desires is the 
right to trade, and if China can be 


helped to restore its government with- 
ont foreign powérs occupying the coun- 
try and taking the government, 
all that we can reasonably ask for would 
be obtained. ‘e should therefore 
consider whether intervention cannot 
be seoured without necessarily being 
armed intervention. 

‘The third question is, is there yet 
need for intervention? This point is 
atill in doubt, but it looks as though 
the Chinese will not be able to solve 
their present difficalties without as- 
sistance, Whether they will beable to 
do so or not, time will show, and as 
England may be called upon to act at

to take the initiative if we are required 
to do so. 


I return to my second point, What 
form tervention take? As 
regards this, certaia principles require 
to be considered. First that we do not 
intervene from motives of aggression 
and aggrandisement, bat solely to help 
the Chinese people to attain an end 
which they cannot attain without onr 
assistance, or can obtain more speedily 
‘and certainly with our assistance then 
‘they could do without it. This end is, 
of conrse, to pat the government of 
China on a stable basis, to reform the 
finance of the country, to introduce « 
system of jastice and to secure the 
peacefal development of our own and 
at the same time Chinese trade. 
Tt cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that in our dealiogs—with 
Chinese all thought of conquest snd. 
aggrandisement, qué conquest and 
grandisement, should be set aside and 
‘that we should deal with China on the 
footing that wo would 
advantages which we might 
advantages were against the interest of 
the Chinese people. 


The form of intervention, if it comes, 
mast, therefore, be regalated by the 
needs of the case. The Taipi 
lion prodaced the orga 
Chinese Imperial Customs, by means 
of which the Customs revenne was 
administered by « foreign service which 
knew how to administer an important! 
branch of revenue onder the Chineee 
Government. Withoot farther going 
into details or arguing on the facts of 
the case, it is sufficient to point out 










































that the Chinese are an eminently 
pacific people deficient in the art of 
administration ; that their present 
government is falling to pieces and a 
new form of government adapted to 
modern needs ave, to be created. 








The modern needs of China are largely 
the creatures of foreign intercourse, 
because it ia the force of the oatside 
world which bas broken up the old 
Chinese forms and customs, and 
foreigners are more akilled in admini- 
stration and better soquainted with the 
requirements of the day than Chinese.

ANOTHER OPEN LETTER. 

This is now the great problem before 
China, The advantage and dis- 
advantage of each should be clearly 
‘seen by those who negotiate. 

The records of the change of « 
hundred dynasties io different parts 
of .Chiow: during ite history, show that 
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not one of them tok place except by 
the strongest man wading through the 
blood of the enemi ‘Therefore if 
new Emperor is proposed the price to 
be paid for bim is war, anarchy and 
incaloalable misery, until foreign nations 
ery halt, and after that probably more 
war. Let no sentimental nor enthusias- 
tic zeal blind the leaders to thie 
inevitable. 

On the other hand when ations only 
desire to change their rolers with the 
least possible danger of bloodshed, the 
records of Repablics faraish ample 
evidence that it is by far the most 
feasible. It can be done without any 
bloodshed or rival rulers fighting one 
another, by the possibility of their 
being chosen leaders at the next election 
if not at the present time. 

The question of the relative value 




















of a permanent monarchy or a 
permanent Republic matter 
altogether, and the minds of the 


beat statesmen of the world are by no 
moans agreed on it yet. For China to 
take a leap across two chasms, one to 
change ber Rolers, and another to 
foand a permanent Repablic, seems to 
me attempting too much and risking 
failare and the greatest fall to the 
Chinese Empire. What all nations are 
agreed on is that any form of govern- 
‘ment if it can keep order, though not 
ideal, is preferable to parties fighting 
one suother like savages, 

Would it not be. wise to waive the 
still ansolved problem of the relati 
merite of permanent forms of govern- 
ment and strictly adbere to one thing 
‘at present, oamely the prevention of 
reby and bloodshed and the possible 
rain of Ohisa, by the establishment of 
1s Republic for the whole Empire as = 
Provisional Government at the earliest 
possible date, And independent Pro- 
viocial Republics without the federation 
of all are the beginning of the partition 
of the Empire, which no friend of 
China can witness without the deepest 
regret. To delay the federation of all 
is to imperil everything.
